WASHINGTON, May 25.—President McKinley has issued the 


'ollowing proclamation:. 


Whereas, by act of congress approved the 25th of April, 1808, 


entitled, "An act declaring that war exists between the United States 


and Spain," and whereas, by act of congress entitled "an act to pro- 


vide for temporarily increasing the military establishment of the 


Jnited States in time of war and for other purposes," approved April 


22, 1898, the president is authorized, in order to raise a volunteer 


army, to issue a proclamation calling for volunteers to serve in the 


army of the United States. 


Now, therefore, I, "William McKinley, president of the United 


States, by virtue of the power vested in me by constitution and laws, 


and deeming sufficient occasion to exist, have thought it fit to call 


forth, and do hereby call forth, volunteers to the aggregate number 


of 75,000, in addition to those volunteers called forth by my 


proclamation of April 23rd, in the present year; the same to be ap- 


portioned, as far as practicable, in the several states and territories 


and in the District of Columbia, according to population, and to 


serve two years, unless sooner discharged. 


The proportion oE each arm and the details of enlistment and 


organization will be made known through the war department.

D.D.,delivned bis lecture 
on "A Journey Ihroagh the Holy Land 
on Horwbaok," Illustrating his most in- 
teresting description of the scenes visited 
by him daring this trip,(whlob|was made 
In 1891 with a party of friends on horse- 
back,) with a series ol steraoptloon view* 
of the points and places of interest In 
this land of intense and peculiar Interest 
because of Us association with the stories 
and scenes In the Bible as belonging to 
the life of Christ. 


Every Christian, Rev. Vosbnrgh said, 


visits the holy land with that feeling of 
reverence and the sense ot thankfulness 
for tho great privilege given him In be- 
ing able to make, what has since bis 
earliest childhood been the essenoe of an 
Inspired dream, a reality. 


There Is no great beauty of scenery 


snob as we find In onr own country and 
the other countries of Europe. No evi- 
dence of art, no comfort In the meagre 
accommodations for travelers, bnt the 
fascination of the historical spots ot blb- 
lioal history give keenest pleasure and 
tally make up for all suffering from dis- 
comforts of travel or lark of natural 
beauty of surroundings 
and scenery. 


Rev. Vosbnrgh took his aadlsnoe with 
him and they saw as he saw these places 
In the holy land, of which every one has 
always known bnt had but a vague Idea 
of their real situation, from the time he 
landed 
at the harbor of Alexandria, 


Egypt, until the end of his journey. 
Joppa, Jerusalem, Bethlehem, Nazareth 
and many other plaoes were visited.

The church of the holy 
conception, the mountain on which the 
sermon of the mount was spoken, the 
Mount of Olives and number of scene's 
around Jerusalem, the tombs |of Rachel

There 
Is no special pattern for making them, 
but as they are to be worn next th« 
flesh on the back of the neck and shoul- 
ders, one should be cut as wide as the 
Shoulders of the one who ia to -wear 11 
are broad. It should be rounded of! 
on the bottom and hollowed in on th« 
top to fit the neck. 


Bo much for the pattern, and, having 


the pattern, cut two pieces of cotton 
cloth and a. piece of sheet wadding (half 
the thickness of the wadding; only) by 
it. Lay the wadding on one piece oi 
the cloth with the smooth side next the 
cloth. Sprinkle the wnddlng liberally 
with common powdered ginger. Place 
the other piece of cotton cloth on this 
and then quilt it in tiny diamonds on 
the sewing machine after the edges 
have been turned in and sewn together. 
If it is not quilted the jringer will all 
fall to the bottom of tbe bag. Fasten at 
the neck with tapes and tie as closely 
about the neck as the clothing will con- 
veniently permit.—Mrs. Inez Bedding- 
ton, in Good Housekeeping.
